REALM OF APPLIED SCIENCE 


How W ork of Bureau of Standards in 
Cities Has Been Extended In 
Past Years. 


The work of the .bureau of stand­ 
ards has b£en greatly 
-steaded of 
late years, says the New York Her­ 
ald. The operations of the office were 
at first limited for the most part to 
standards of 
length, mass, 
capacity 
and temperature, but the rapid prog­ 
ress of applied science created 
d< mauds which 
no institution 
competent to satisfy. 
Photometry, or the measurement of 
light, Is a case in point. Thirty years 
ago it had no great commercial im­ 
portance, but the extended use of elec­ 
tricity for lighting purposes, the dis­ 
covery and manufacture of acetylene 
gas and the invention of numerous im­ 
provements in burners for ordinary il­ 
luminating gas have opened up a new 
field. 
Photometric apparatus is now 
necessary, in hundreds, or even thou­ 
sands, of factories. 
Not only must the volume of light 
be accurately measured, but its chro- I 
lr.:;tic composition must 
be 
deter-! 
mined. 
The most desirable light is. j 
of course, that which comes nearest 
lo sunlight in its color composition. 
The pitch of tuning forks, of inter­ 
est to manufacturers of musical in­ 
struments; the testing of optical sur­ 
faces. which is imi>ortant to every one 
who wears glasses; the verification of 
thermometers, of gas, water and elec- j 
trie meters 
in fact, the standardizing ! 
of all sorts of measures—are coming 
more and more within the scope of 
the bureau of standards.

Changes in import* and Exports 
1900-1911. 


The marked change which has char 
acterized trade currents into and out 
of the Toited States in recent years is 
illustrated by figures showing the xvi 
alive imports and exports of repre­ 
sentative articles 
of 
foreign 
com­ 
merce in the calendar year 19U0 com­ 
pared with 1910, prepared by the Bu­ 
reau of 
Statistics, 
Department 
of 
Commerce and Labor They show a 
much greater growth in e x e r t s than 
in imports, the latter in 
many 
in­ 
stances being iii 1911 but little above 
and in some instances, actually below 
the figures of a dozen years earlier. 
Foodstuffs offer the most iinportai. 
exception to the general rule of in­ 
creased exports 
and 
decreased 
or 
but slightly increased imports. Cop­ 
per .while showing increased exports, 
also shows increased imports during 
the period under review. 


Cement, tor eamxple, showed in [900 
imports 
aggregating 
*455 million 
pounds, compared with exports of bu. 
3y million. By 191! imports had fallen 
to less than IOO million, while exports 
had risen to 1,191 million pounds. In 
1900 the country imported 1.35 mil- 
' :on and exported less than I million 
pounds of tin plate. In 1911 imports

This is typical of he general 
group of iron and steel manufactures. 
In the period from 1900 to 1911 im­ 
ports under that head only increased 
from 20 million to 29 million dollars, 
while exports increased from 130 mil­ 
lion dollars, a gain of but 9 million in 
imports and of 120 million in exports.
